I, John E. Wagner, aver and state: 



1. I am an attorney of record throughout the entire prosecution of the above- 
identified patent. 



2. The prosecution of this application was a major effort to which no less than four 
attorneys have devoted extensive effort in the attempt for prompt issuance as a 
patent. 
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3. Enclosed and incorporated by reference as Exhibit 1a, b, c, and d are 
handwritten lists of Patent Office telephone numbers on Pages 1 through 4 and a 
summary of telephone and fax communications in addition to the telephone calls 
made to the client and to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office in an attempt to 
expedite this application. 

4. This is the undersigned's 52nd year as a practicing patent attorney, and it is 
believed the first to my recollection that I have ever had to conduct with 
telephone conversations with the Examiner's supervisor. I believe that this is a 
tribute to the long history of effective examination and supervision of examiners 
in the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. Virtually of these calls were made to 
these supervisors (3) when the Assistant Examiner was not available.
